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Takes  Leave  of  Duties  For  Second  Time  in  Recent  Years 


ON  THE  EVE  of  his  80th  birth- 
day. Dr.  Charles  Edward  Skin- 
ner, '88x,  Sharon,  Pa.,  has  retired  for 
the  second  time. 

This  pioneer  in  the  development  of 
industrial  research,  the  founder  of 
the  Westinghouse  Research  Labora- 
tories, retired  from  the  Westinghouse 
organization  in  1933.  This  spring  he 
completed  a  two-year  assignment  as 
a  civilian  consultant  with  the  Army 
Signal  Corps  at  Ft.  Monmouth,  N.  J., 
where  he  had  been  asked  to  assist 
with  the  coordination  of  vital  research 
work. 

On  May  29,  he  was  honored  with 
a  dinner  given  at  the  University  Club 
in  Pittsburgh  by  his  former  Westing- 
house associates. 

After  attending  Ohio  University 
for  one  year,  1884-85,  Dr.  Skinner 
transferred  to  Ohio  State  University 
in  order  to  pursue  work  in  engineer- 
ing not  then  available  at  the  local 
school.  He  received  the  degree  of  Me- 
chanical Engineer  in  1890,  and  in  the 
same  year  became  associated  with 
Westinghouse  as  a  machinist.  From 
this  early  and  comparatively  humble 
position  he  rose  to  be  the  company's 
assistant  director  of  engineering  and 
a  world-known  scientist. 

Early  in  1891,  Dr.  Skinner  was 
asked  by  a  Westinghouse  general  su- 
perintendent to  find  the  electrical  re- 
sistance of  a  iiorse.  When  he  recover- 
ed from  his  surprise,  the  superinten- 
dent told  him  that  complaints  had 
been  coming  in  that  horses  were  be- 
ing hurt  while  crossing  the  electri- 
fied tracks,  in  the  then  new  electric 
street  car  lines.  Westinghouse  men 
believed  that  when  the  horse's  hoof 
spanned  two  connecting  rails  the  cur- 
rent found  an  easier  path  through 
the  horse  than  through  the  metal  plate 
that  held  the  two  ends  of  the  rail 
together.  Dr.  Skinner's  measurements 
showed  the  electrical  resistance  of 
the  horse  to  be  very  low.  This  veri- 
fied their  ideas  on  why  the  horses 
were  hurt  and  confirmed  the  neces- 
sity for  bonding  rail  joints  with  a 
cable,  since  then  a  universal  prac- 
tice. From  then  on.  Dr.  Skinner  pio- 
neered in  organizing  one  department 
after  another  in  the  fast-growing 
Westinghouse    Electric    Corporation. 


Dr.  Skinner's  proudest  accomplish- 
ment was  perhaps  the  planning  and 
building  of  the  Westinghouse  Re- 
search Laboratories.  He  organized  the 
research  division  of  the  engineering 
department  m  1906.  In  191'),  he  got 
a  new  laboratory,  and  highly-trained

experts  were  secured  for  research  in 
many  related  fields.  In  1920,  he  was 
made  manager  of  the  research  de- 
partment, and  in  1922  he  was  ap- 
pointed assistant  director  of  engi- 
neering. 

Dr.  Skinner  was  best  known  for 
his  work  on  insulation.  In  fact.  Foun- 
der George  Westinghouse's  invariable 
greeting  to  him  was:  "Good  morning, 
Skinner,  how's  your  insulation?" 

In  his  42  years  with  Westinghouse 
and  during  the  ten  years  of  his  re- 
tirement before  enlisting  with  the 
Army,  Dr.  Skinner  has  traveled 
widely  (more  than  1,500,000  miles 
for  Westinghouse),  has  seen  at  first 
hand  the  industrial  organizations  of 
Mexico,  Canada,  England,  France, 
Germany,  Japan,  and  Italy.  In  1934, 
he  gave  a  series  of  lectures  in  Japan 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Iwadare 
Foundation,  which  was  established  to 
bring  better  relations  between  Japan 
and  the  United  States. 


In  1920,  he  was  chairman  of  the 
American  delegation  to  the  Brussels 
meeting  of  the  International  Electro- 
technical  Commission,  and  held  a 
similar  position  at  the  meeting  in 
Geneva,  Switzerland,  in  1922.  He  was 
a  delegate  to  the  World  Engineering 
Congress  in  London  in  1924  and  to 
the  World  Power  Conference  in  Ja- 
pan in  1929.  Ohio  University  confer- 
red on  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Science  in  1927.  In  1931, 
Ohio  State  University  awarded  him 
the  Lamme  Gold  Medal,  an  award  es- 
tablished by  the  late  Benjamin  G. 
Lamme,  chief  engineer  of  Westing- 
house from  1903  to  1924.  Ohio  State 
also  conferred  on  him  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Engineering  in 
1934.  He  was  president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers, 
1931-32,  and  chairman  of  the  Amer- 
ican Engineering  Standards  Commit- 
tee (now  American  Standards  As- 
sociation),  1925-1927. 

Dr.  Skinner  holds  membership  in 
the  Franklin  Institute,  American  So- 
ciety for  Testing  Materials,  American 
Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  Na- 
tional Electrical  Manufacturers  As- 
sociation, American  Petroleum  Insti- 
tute, American  Physical  Society,  and 
the  American  Electrochemical  Socie- 
ty. He  is  a  fellow  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  and  a  fellow  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers. 

In  speaking  at  the  dinner  tendered 
him  in  Pittsburgh,  the  Westinghouse 
veteran  said:  "With  the  great  strides 
made  through  wartime  scientific  re- 
search in  this  country  and  abroad, 
the  employment  of  the  tools  and 
know-how  developed  in  this  period 
await  only  man's  resourcefulness  to 
use  them.  All  that's  needed  to  start 
new  industries  is  to  know  what  serv- 
ices— as  yet  unborn — what  facilities 
yet  unknown,  would  be  useful  in  the 
home,  in  industry,  in  transportation, 
or  in  the  amusement  field. 

Dr.  Skinner  married  an  Ohio  Uni- 
versity graduate.  Miss  Gladys  Mc- 
Vay,  '89,  in  1893.  There  are  five 
children;  three  daughters  and  two 
sons.

The  first  postwar  Homecoming  may 
be  "just  around  the  corner." 

The  number  of  Ohio  University 
men  and  women  shown  by  Alumni 
Office  records  to  be,  or  to  have  been, 
in  the  armed  and  auxiliary  forces  has 
reached  a  total  of  5,201.  Many  of 
these  persons  have  received  discharges 
in  recent  months  and  many  more  are 
anticipating  early  separation  from  the 
services.  The  total  of  those  whose 
releases  were  effected  by  death  now 
stands  at  178. 

After  enduring  the  hell  of  Bataan 
and  at  least  three  years  of  presumed 
mistreatment  in  a  Japanese  prison 
camp,  Capt.  Ralph  R.  Penick,  '39, 
Hebron,  a  Marine  Corps  officer,  lost 
his  life  in  the  sinking  of  a  Japanese 
prison  ship  on  which  he  was  being 
moved  from  the  Philippines  to  the 
Nip  homeland.  The  ship  was  sunk  on 
or  about  Dec.  13,  1944.  This  infor- 
mation has  come  recently  from  Cap- 
tain  Penick's   parents.      The   Ohioan 


had  served  with  the  4th  Marines  in 
Shanghai,  China,  and  was  a  partici- 
pant in  the  last-ditch  stand  on  Ba- 
taan. He  was  awarded  the  Silver  Star 
for  gallantry  under  fire  by  Lieut.  Gen. 
Jonathan  M.  Wainwright  shortly  be- 
for  the  fall  of  Corregidor. 

Lieut,  (j.g.)  Richard  T.  Hayes, 
'42x  (see  picture) ,  Solon,  a  great 
grandson  of  President  Rutherford  B. 
Hayes,  was  killed  in  action  in  the 
Pacific,  Apr.  24,  1945,  while  engaged 
in  his  duties  as  a  fighter  pilot  and 
squadron  leader  with  a  carrier  task 
force  off  the  coast  of  Okinawa.  On 
Dec.  13,  1944,  Lieutenant  Hayes  mar- 
ried Miss  Margaret  Flynn  of  Belle- 
ville, ,N.  J.,  and,  with  Mrs.  Hayes, 
he  had  planned  to  return  to  the  cam- 
pus to  complete  work  for  his  degree 
after  the  war. 

Pfc.  Robert  C.  Chute,  Jr.,  '43x, 
Athens,  was  killed  in  action  on  Lu- 
zon May  1,  1945.  He  was  a  member 
of  an  infantry  regiment  and  had  been 
in  the  service  since  before  Pearl  Har- 
bor, winning  battle  stars  for  action 
on  Guadalcanal,  New  Georgia,  and 
in  the  Philippines.  He  is  a  brother  of 
Mrs.  Harry  T.  Mettler  (Mary  Kath- 
ryn  Chute,  "3^),  Athens,  and  Mrs. 
George  R.  Evans  (Arabelle  L.  Chute, 
'35),  East  Cleveland.

From  the  father  of  Cpl.  Robert 
Whiting,  "43x,  Woodstock,  III,  has 
come  word  that  the  son  was  killed  in 
the  sinking  of  the  Army  transport, 
Pau!  Y\aym\ton,  in  the  Mediterranean 
ofi^  Algiers,  by  German  torpedo 
planes,  April  20,  1944.  Corporal 
Whiting  was  a  member  of  the  32  nd 
Photo  Reconnaissance  Squadron,  a 
branch  of  the  Air  Corps.  Another 
Ohioan,  Cpl.  Roland  T.  Grace,  Jr., 
'44x,  Oak  Hill,  whose  death  has  been 
previously  reported,  is  thought  to  have 
been  aboard  the  ¥av\  Hamjlton  when 
it  went  down. 

Death  came  to  Staff  Sgt.  Clifton 
Scouten,  '40,  Mansfield,  in  the  Bat- 
tle of  the  Ruhr  pocket.  May  1,  1945. 
He  was  with  the  1 3th  Armored  Di- 
vision which  was  spearheading  for 
General  Patton.  Sergeant  Scouten 
was  given  the  posthumous  award  of 
the  Bronze  Star  for  "heroic  achieve- 
ments" on  the  day  of  his  death.  He 
is  buried  at     Nuremberg,   Germany. 
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The  deceased  Ohioan  was  married, 
his  wife,  Mrs.  Virginia  Walker  Scou- 
ten,  living  in  Columbus. 

Relatives  have  recently  been  in- 
formed that  Capt.  John  P.  Andrew, 
'38,  Long  Bottom,  who  was  wounded 
June  18,  1945,  on  Luzon  Island,  had 
died  of  his  wounds  four  days  later.

He  had  suifered  pervious  wounds  on 
April  25,  but  had  returned  to  the 
front  lines  immediately  upon  his  re- 
lease from  the  hospital.

Columbus;  Sgt.  Robert  Holdren,  ',36x, 
Athens;  Cpl.  Scott  Shuster,  '44x, 
Frankfort;  and  Cpl.  Robert  E.  Quaid, 
Jr.,  '46x,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  As  many 
details  as  are  available  concerning  the 
deaths  of  these  men  will  be  published 
in  the  next  issue  of  The  Alumnus. 

After  a  brief  furlough  in  the 
States,  Lieut,  (jg.)  Fred  A.  Swear- 
ingen,  '42  (see  picture  on  page  3), 
Coolville,  has  rejoined  Air  Group  84 
on  one  of  Uncle  Sam's  largest  car- 
riers in  the  Pacific.  Pilot  of  a  Navy 
Helldiver,  Lieutenant  Swearingen  par- 
ticipated in  the  invasion  strikes  at  Iwo 
Jima  and  Okinawa.  He  is  credited 
with  scoring  direct  bomb  hits  on  a 
large  enemy  carrier  and  a  destroyer. 
He    was    aboard   Admiral    Mitscher's 


flagship,  the  U.S.S.  Bunker  Hill, 
when  she  was  hit  by  two  Japanese 
suicide  planes  on  May  1 1 .  The  Bun- 
\er  Hill  had  been  operating  58 
straight  days  and  nights  without  re- 
turning to  port  prior  to  the  attack. 
Among  the  dead  and  wounded  were 
six  pilots  and  19  air  crewmen  of 
Fred's  bombing  squadron.  For  his 
combat  exploits  Lieutenant  Swearin- 
gen has  been  awarded  the  Navy  Cross 
and   the   Distinguished  Flying  Cross. 

Wounded  twice  on  Iwo  Jima,  Lieut. 
Roy  A.  Welke,  Jr.,  '44,  Cleveland,  of 
the  Ll.S.M.C,  was  hospitalized  at 
Guam  until  a  few  weeks  ago  when 
he  was  returned  to  his  outfit  in  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.  He  suffered  shrap- 
nel wounds  and  a  head  wound  from 
a  Jap  sniper's  bullet.  To  his  15- 
months-old-son,  Gary,  he  sent  a  piece 
of  his  field  jacket  containing  the  hole 
made  by  a  bullet  which  didn't  quite 
get  him.  His  wife  is  the  former  Dor- 
othy Trask,  now  at  her  home  in  Clev- 
eland. 

Capt.  Leslie  E.  Foreman,  '40,  who 
was  injured  in  action  in  Southern 
France  last  December  when  the  ve- 
hicle in  which  he  was  riding  was 
knocked  over  a  clifi^,  has  seen  the  in- 
sides  of  several  military  hospitals  and 
is  now  at  the  Welch  Convalescent 
Hospital,  Daytona  Beach,  Fla.  With 
him  to  help  speed  recovery  are  Mrs. 
Foreman  and  their  16-months-old 
daughter,  Kerry. 

First  Lieut.  Harlan  E.  Carpenter, 
'32x,  Athens,  is  at  home  on  furlough 
after  a  period  of  strenuous  service  in 
the  Pacific.  He  has  been  decorated  for 
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gallantry  and  received  a  combat 
wound  on  Mindanao.  While  embroid- 
ering the  178  name  plates  for  the 
three  Gold  Star  Banners  that  hang  in 
the  main  corridor  of  the  Edwin  Watts 
Chubb  Library,  Lieutenant  Carpen- 
ter's mother  has  doubtless  turned 
many  an  anxious  thought  toward  the

Pacific,  wondering — well,  let's  hope 
she  won't  have  to  wonder  any  more. 

Approaching  the  German  village 
of  Wetteldorf  this  spring,  Capt.  Er- 
nest N.  Mobley,  '43,  (see  picture  on 
page  10),  Shadyside,  and  his  com- 
pany of  doughboys  were  mistaken  by 
outposts  for  Wehrmacht  troops  and 
actually  entered  the  village  before 
their  identity  was  discovered.  After 
a  sharp  engagement,  the  Americans 
bagged  100  prisoners  and  suffered 
nary  a  casualty.  Their  closest  call 
came  from  a  barrage  from  American 
artillery  which  missed  them  by  only 
a  few  seconds.  Captain  Mobley  is 
now  at  Mulheim,  Germany,  with  the 
36th  Armored  Infantry  Regiment. 
Commanding  another  company  in  this 
regiment  is  Mobley's  classmate,  Capt. 
Robert  J.  Cook,  '43,  WellsviUe,  N. 
Y.,  concerning  whom  mention  will  be 
made  in  the  next  issue  of  The  Alurn- 
ntis.  Captain  Mobley's  brother,  Rob- 
ert, who  was  wounded  last  October 
near  Aachen  and  has  now  been  dis- 
charged, expects  to  enter  Ohio  Uni- 
versity this  fall. 

Boatswain's  Mate  2/c  Bruce  L. 
McChesney,  '41  (see  picture  on  page 
10),  Uniontown,  is  shown  at  his  bat- 
tle station  aboard  a  Coast  Guard-man- 
ned frigate  that  was  operating  some- 
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where  in  the  Pacific  area.  Bruce  was 
chief  of  a  gun  crew  on  a  vessel  en- 
gaged in  guarding  vital  sealanes,  pro- 
tecting men  and  supplies  to  he  used 
in  smashes  at  Jap-hcld  territory.  Since 
the  arrival  of  the  picture,  the  Navy 
petty  officer  has  returned  to  the  States 
and  is  now  stationed  at  Government 
Island,  Alameda,  Calif. 

Bombardier  and  sole  survivor  of  a 
crew  of  ten  15  th  Air  Force  men  bas- 
ed in  Italy,  Capt.  Loring  M.  "Buddy"

Connett,  '45x  (see  picture  on  page  4), 
is  currently  at  his  home  in  Athens 
and  permitted  under  relaxed  War  De- 
partment regulations  to  tell  the  thrill- 
ing story  of  his  adventures.  As  it  left 
the  target  area  after  dropping  bombs 
on  Vienna,  Austria,  early  last  Feb- 
ruary his  B-24  was  attacked  by  en- 
emy fighter  planes  and  shot  down  in 
flames.  With  two  of  his  fellow  fliers 
he  was  able  to  bail  out  at  17,000  feet 
and  came  down  in  Czechoslovakia. 
Soon  separated  from  his  companions, 
he  made  his  way  to  a  farm  home 
where  he  secured  food  and  a  change 
of  clothing.  Seventeen  days  later  he 
made  his  way  through  the  Russian- 
German  lines  and  arrived  in  Buda- 
pest, Hungary,  just  after  it  had  been 
liberated  by  the  Russians.  Walking 
all  the  way  and  aided  by  Yugoslav 
Partisans,  Captain  Connett  slept  in 
snow  banks,  barns,  and  on  some  oc- 
casions in  very  luxurious  homes. 
Closely  pursued  by  a  German  patrol 
he  was  forced  to  swim  the  ice-filled 
Danube  at  an  isolated  point.  He  says: 
"It  was  about   as  wide  as  the  Ohio 


River  at  Marietta."  From  Partisan- 
provided  information  he  learned  from 
the  War  Department  upon  returning 
to  the  States  that  his  two  companions 
were  found  dead  in  Czechoslovakia, 
presumably  killed  by  German  soldiers 
or  sympathizers.  The  escaped  bom- 
bardier is  the  son  of  Loring  G.  Con- 
nett, '10,  2-yr.  (see  picture  on  page 
4),  former  Athens  florist  and  now  a 
compliance  officer  with  the  State  In- 
dustrial Commission.  Holding  the 
same  rank  as  his  son,  the  father  was 
the  commanding  officer  of  Athens' 
Company  "L"  which  went  to  France 
in  World  War  I  as  a  part  of  the  fa- 
mous Rainbow  Division. 

Several  weeks  before  the  climax  of 
military  affairs  in  Europe,  Cpl.  Don- 
ald L.  McFarland,  '43x  (see  picture 
on  page  11),  South  Zanesville,  as- 
sistant to  the  chaplain  of  an  anti- 
aircraft unit,  enjoyed  the  privilege  of 
playing  the  organ  in  Salisbury  Ca- 
thedral, one  of  England's  most  famous 
churches.  In  a  letter  to  his  parents 
he  wrote:  "The  tower  of  the  cathe- 
dral is  the  highest  in  England  and  is 
said  to  be  the  most  beautiful  in  the 
world  ...  Sir  Walter  Alcock  is  the 
organist  .  .  .  Naturally,  I  just  had  to 
speak  to  him,  for  he  is  one  of  the 
greatest  of  living  organists  .  .  .  The 
surprising  thing  is  that  he  is  85  years 
old  ...  I  have  watched  him  play  the 
postlude  for  the  service  and  was  ama- 
zed at  the  ease  with  which  he  played 
the  most  difficult  music  .  .  .  He  ask- 
ed me  if  I  would  like  to  play  some- 
thing. Would  I? — a  chance  of  a  life- 
time .  .  .  After  I  had  finished  playing 
a  number  by  Bach  he  asked  me  to 
come  back  again  when  he  had  more 
time  and  really  try  some  of  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  organ,  a  four-manual 
Willis."  Corporal  McFarland  was 
preparing  to  be  a  public  school  music 
supervisor  prior  to  entering  the  serv- 
ice. 

Something  to  tell  the  children  and 
grandchildren  about  have  been  the  ex- 
periences of  Sgt.  Marjone  M.  Wells, 
'43x,  (see  picture),  Logan,  a  WAC 
non-com  who  was  associated  with  the 
Supreme  Headquarters  of  the  Amer- 
ican Expeditionary  Forces  in  Europe 
from  the  time  of  its  organization  in 
1943  until  its  recent  dissolution.  For 
almost  a  year  she  worked  in  the  War 
Room  in  the  headquarters  at  Rheims, 
France,  in  which  the  unconditional 
surrender  terms  were  signed  by  Ger- 
man officers.  Of  her  experiences  on 
May  7  she  writes:  "Plus  seeing  all  the 
German,  Russian,  and  Allied  generals 
at  the  meeting,  and  procuring  a  couple 


of  souvenirs,  I  helped  to  type  the 
cables  that  went  out  to  notify  the 
world.  My  period  of  duty  for  that 
day  was  from  0900  on  6  May  till 
0100  on  7  May,  and  then  I  was 
wakened  one  hour  later  and  worked 
till  nearly  0500.  It  was  really  quite 
a  thrill."  The  nwm  in  the  so-called 
"Little  Red  School  House"  which  the 
Allied  command  used  as  a  strategic 
control  center  has  been  left  exactly  as 
it  was  at  2:41   a.ni.  on  M,iv  7,  when

the  Germans  signed.  Sergeant  Wells 
also  reports  that  "On  May  25  I  flew 
here  [Frankfort-On-Main,  her  pres- 
ent location]  in  a  5-starred  general's 
plane."  A  good  guess  is  that  it  was 
General  Eisenhower's  personal  ship. 
Even  though  Miss  Wells  has  more 
than  enough  points  to  qualify  her  for 
a  return  to  the  States,  she  doubts  if 
she  will  be  home  for  some  time  to 
come. 

Lorna  J.  Cooper,  Yeoman  .3/c,  '38 
(see  picture),  Athens,  of  the  person- 
nel division  in  the  Navy's  Field 
Branch,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Ac- 
counts, at  Cleveland,  was  chosen  from 
among  1300  WAVEs  to  participate 
in  the  presentation  of  a  Navy  E  award 
at  Fisher  Body  Plant  No.  1  in  the 
Ohio  metropolis.  Petty  Officer  Coop- 
er is  in  charge  of  liberties  and  leaves 
for  enlisted  personnel.  She  is  a  dau- 
ghter of  Dr.  Clyde  E.  Cooper,  of  the 
Ohio  University  faculty,  and  Mrs.

Ruth  Ann  Grover,  Athens, 
was  chairman  of  the  August  section 
of  the  Class  of  1945  which  contained 
76  members.

the  Land,"  a  national  organization 
whose  aim  is  to  focus  attention  upon 
the  need  for  soil  conservation;  Dr. 
Walter  C.  Lowdermilk,  Washington, 
D.C.,  assistant  chief  of  the  U.  S.  Soil 
Conservation  Service;  Dr.  Jonathan 
Forman,  Columbus,  editor  the  Ohio 
State  Medical  Journal  and  practicing 
physician;  Dr.  Martha  Koehne,  Col- 
umbus, nutritionist  with  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health;  Dr.  William  E. 
Krauss,  Wooster,  chief  of  the  Dairy 
Department,  Ohio  Agriculture  Exper- 
imental Station;  Dr.  John  Sitterly,  as- 
sistant professor  of  rural  economics 
and  sociology  at  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity; and  Ohio  University's  Dr.  C.  L.

Senior  Member  of  Faculty  to  Retire 
After  Nearly  Fifty  Years  of  Service 

Dr.  Hiram  Roy  Wilson,  a  member 
of  the  Ohio  University  faeulty  tor  49 
years,  will  retire  on  September  1  with 
the  rank  of  emeritus  professor  of  Eng- 
lish. 

After  completini;  the  eurrieula  of 
the  Hamdcn  publie  schools.  Doctor 
Wilson  entered  Ohio  University  from 
which  he  received  the  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  in   1896  and  the  Master

of  Arts  degree  in  1897.  He  attended 
Cornell  University  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  for  brief  periods.  The 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Liter- 
ature was  conferred  upon  him  by 
Franklin  College    (Indiana)   in   1911. 

He  was  a  student  assistant  in  chem- 
istry during  his  senior  year  at  Ohio 
University,  and  was  an  instructor  in 
chemistry  during  the  first  year  after 
graduation.  He  was  appointed  instruc- 
tor in  English  in  1897,  and  by  1906 
had  reached  a  full  professorship.  For 
thirty  years,  1906-1936,  he  was  chair- 
man of  the  English  department  of  the 
College  of  Education.  He  was  secre- 
tary of  the  faculty  from  1919  to  1936, 
and  chairman  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  English  department  in 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in 
1939-40.  He  is  currently  the  oldest 
member  of  the  faculty  in  point  of 
service. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  national  president 
of  the  Ohio  University  Alumni  As- 
sociation for  two  years,  1927-1929, 
and  gave  the  principal  address  at  the 
exercises  dedicating  the  Alumni  Me- 
morial Auditorium.  He  is  an  alumni 


member  of  the  Ohio  University  chap- 
ter of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  a  member  ot 
the  Dante  Society  of  America,  the  au- 
thor of  textbooks,  and  a  contributor  to 
numerous  magazines  and  journals. 

On  Oct.  31,  1901,  he  married  Miss 
Florence  Craig,  a  resident  of  Athens 
and  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1898. 
Mrs.  Wilson  had  the  grave  misfor- 
tune to  fracture  a  hip  recently  and  is 
at  the  present  time  confined  in  Shel- 
tering Arms  Hospital. 

Shortly  before  the  end  of  the  spring 
semester,  members  of  the  English  de- 
partment entertained  in  Dr.  Wilson's 
honor.  A  dessert  course  at  the  Stu 
dent  Grill  was  followed  by  an  infor 
mal  program  at  the  home  of  Con 
stance  G.  Leete,  '18,  and  Greta  A 
Lash,  '17,  the  latter  a  member  of  the 
English  department.  A  personal  trib 
ute  was  paid  to  Dr.  Wilson  by  a  de 
partmental  colleague.  Dr.  R.  A.  Fos 
ter,  while  Prof.  C.  N.  Mackinnon, 
another  member  of  the  department, 
presented  the  honor  guest  with  an  au- 
tographed copy  of  one  of  Robert 
Frost's  latest  poems. 

Dr.  Wilson  is  recognized  as  the 
kind  of  teacher  whose  service  helps 
to  give  character  to  an  institution  and 
whose  students  always  associate  him 
in  memory  with  their  alma  mater. 
Many  a  youngster  has  come  to  Ohio 
University  with  a  parting  injunction 
from  parents  who  had  preceded  him 
to  the  campus  to  "he  sure  to  take 
something  under  Hiram  Roy  Wilson." 


Emeritus  Professor  of  Chemistry 

Dies  in  Athens  After  Brief  Illness 

Death  came  to  Dr.  William  Bur- 
delle  Bentley,  emeritus  professor  of 
chemistry  at  Ohio  University,  at  his 
home  in  Athens  July  14  following  an 
illness  of  five  days.  He  was  78  years 
of  age. 

Dr.  Bentley  retired  from  his  teach- 
ing duties  in  1936.  He  was  professor 
of  chemistry  and  head  of  his  depart- 
ment for  thirty-six  years,  and  prior 
to  coming  to  Athens  had  been  adjunct 
and  assistant  professor  of  chemistry  at 
the  University  of  Arkansas  for  nine 
years.  He  and  Dr.  E.  W.  Chubb, 
emeritus  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  began  their  Ohio  Uni- 
versity careers  in  the  same  year,  1900. 

He  was  horn  in  Maple  Valley,  N. 
Y.,  and  before  entering  Harvard  Uni- 
versity attended  Phillips  Academy  at 
Hanover,  Mass.  He  received  three  de- 
grees from  Harvard — A.B.,  A.M., 
and  Ph.D.  He  was  a  member  of  the

Director  Dixon  Gives  Figures  On 
Correspondence  Study  Enrollments 
Of  the  60,000  service  men  and  wom- 
en enrolled  in  special  correspondence 
courses  given  to  date  by  80  American 
universities  and  colleges  direct  and 
through  the  United  States  Armed 
Forces  Institute,  3,505  were  enrolled 
in  the  correspondence  study  branch  of 
Ohio  University's  Extension  Division,

according  to  a  recent  announcement 
by  Prof.  J.  Floyd  Dixon,  director  of 
the  division. 

Last  year  there  were  2,297  service 
students  and  enough  more  civilians 
enrolled  to  make  a  total  of  3,138  at 
Ohio  University.  This  was  more  than 
twice  the  campus  enrollment. 

Many  of  the  service  students  re- 
port getting  their  lessons  in  foxholes 
under  shell  fire — in  some  cases  let- 
ters to  them  from  the  university  were 
returned  marked  "missing"  or  "kill- 
ed." One  student  wrote  back  for 
more  supplies,  stating  he  had  been 
able  to  save  only  himself  when  the 
transport  on  which  he  was  traveling, 
was  sunk. 

With  the  consent  of  the  proper 
military  authorities,  fifteen  German 
soldiers  in  POW  camps  in  this  coun- 
try were  enrolled  for  correspondence 
study  courses.  Most  of  them  have 
proved  to  be  excellent  students. 

Credit  toward  graduation  will  be 
given  to  veterans  by  Ohio  University 
for  college  courses  completed  through 
the  Armed  Forces  Institute.

The  first  two  years  of  most  of  the  curricula 
are  designed  to  further  a  broad,  general  educa- 
tion.
